U.S. Employment

The United States employment 
service reported 434,445  place- 
ment during the month of July, to 
register a gain of 54 per cent 
over the same month last year. 
Of the total, 116,059 were placed 
in private industry, 261,196 in pub- 
lic employment at prevailing wages 


and 58,190 on security wage proj- 
ects. 

In the official report submitted | 
to Secretary Perkins of the de- 


partment of Jabor, it was pointed 
out that July placements in_ pri- 
vate employment was the third | 
highest during the past two years, 


despite the summer season, indi 
cating continued recovery. 
The figures were slightly below 


June, due chiefly to the continued 
reduction in the number receiving 
security wage employment on re- 
lief projects. New

LaGuardia appeated to both 
sides to resume negotiations and, 
offered his services as an arbi- 


trator if they failed to reach an 
agreement. The two groups agreed 
to continue conferences and ex- 
pressed their willingness to place 
the case in the mayor's hands if a 
deadlock is reached. 

The men are asking for a 40- 
hour week without reduction in 
pay. Union spokesmen say this is 
the only way jobs can be provided 
for thousands of drivers who are 
now unemployed.

Federation of Labor developed out 


of the desire of workers to model 
an organization on_ principles 
Which experience’ proved best 
suited to their needs 

The immediate objective was to 
organize workers and to affiliate 
them to the union of their trade 
and calling, to enable them to 


carry on collective bargaining rela- 
tions with their employers for the 
purpose of negotiating agreements, 
regulating wages and working con- 
ditions. 

The objectives further compre- 
hended demand for the enactment 
legislation by the federal and 
state governments for the protec- 
tion and benefit of wage workers 
and the masses of the people. 

With the passing of time the 
American Federation of Laber was 
brought face to face with the 
necessity of adopting a_ political 
policy which would enable organ- 
ized labor to bring about the elec- 
tion of representatives state 
legislatures and the congress of 
the United States who would sup- 
port legislation demanded by the 
American Federation of Labor. 

At the same time it was neces 
sary avoid the danger of divid- 
membership in a cleavage 
between the political parties. 

The 1897 convention of 
American Federation of Labor de- 
clared for the “independent use 
of the ballot by trade unionists and 
working men united regardless of 
party.” Later the non-partisan 
principal was emphasized in the 
declaration ‘We will stand by our

“The Ritchie Engraving ccm- 
pany, of 731 Thirteenth street, 
Oakland, has definitely decided not 
to maintain the working standards 
observed by all of the fair com- 
petitive photo-engraving plants of 
Oakland, but is substituting work 
ers who are not craftsmen, there- 
fore not eligible to become mem 
bers of our union. 

‘We have been seeking adjust- 
ment of this controversy on a fail 
competitive basis for the past 
month, but no adjustment could 
be reached. Therefor it neces-

Federation of Government 
Employes Make Big Gains 


The American federation of 


gov- 
ernment employes, affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
reached its fourth anniversary 
August 12, with notable gains 
Starting in August, 1932, the A 
F. G. E. had 34 lodges and about 
2,000 members. At the time of the 
1933 convention, in September of 
that year, the organizs ition had 
grown to 71 lodges and 4,000 mem 


bers. In 1934 there were 139 
lodges and 11,000 members. Thi 
was increased to 216 lodges 
22,000 members in 1935 At 
present time the federation reports 
328 lodges of employes of the 
United States government and 119 
lodges of state, municipal and 
county workers, with a total mem 
bership of 37,199.

By a 6 to | decision of the supreme court of Calif- 
ornia, the sales tax repeal measure, which was to have 
been voted on next November, has been ruled off the 
ballot for the coming election. The reason assigned for 
this drastic jolt to our initiative law is that the carry over | 
line of twenty words required to be placed at the top of 
each additional page of the initiative petitions was held. 
by our high court not to be plain enough in that it did not | 
specifically set forth that a land tax was to replace the 
present sales tax. . 

This action by our supreme court, like their refusal 
during the past twenty years to grant Tom Mooney a 
new trial after it had been proven that he had been con- 
victed on perjured evidence, again calls attention to what 
to a lay mind looks like almost unbelievable misadminis- 
tration of justice. 

If the supreme court by mere word jugglery can rule 
any initiative mesaure off the ballot by branding as in- | 
adequate or wrongly worded the twenty word line re- | 
quired by law to be placed at the top of the additional 
pages of initiative petitions then the supreme court can | 
rule off the ballot any initiative measure they don’t want | 
to let the people vote on by ruling the same way they | 
did in this case for the reason there is no twenty word | 
statement that can be drawn up which could not be 
worded differently, with certain words added or others | 
left out. 

This latest decision again puts our supreme court in| 
a very bad light with people who like to think of this | 
branch of our government as a tribunal of justice, fair- 
ness and right instead of a convenient tool that can be 
used by groups, whose business it is to shape legislation 
that shifts the burden of taxation from the shoulders of | 
the wealthy and powerful to the backs of the poor and 
those of more modest means. 

What the supreme court of this state has just done | 
is to kill for the time being an honest effort of many 
people in California to amend our present abominable 
tax laws so as to relieve the present pressure on those 
least able to pay by transferring a portion of the present 
burden to those who are amassing wealth out of the un- 
earned increase constantly taking place in land values 
in their broadest sense, which includes the soaring values 
of oil lands, mines and skyscraper sites, both used and 
unused. 

What are the people of California going to do about 
it? In the past the majority have taken just such jolts 
as this without doing anything at all about it, except to 
forget and re-elect the same judges over again at the | 
next election. 

However, our people do not need to forget, nor is it 
even necessary to wait till the present term of our | 
supreme court judges expire. The people of this state 
have the right to recall every member of our supreme 
court and the record made by the judges who now dis- 
grace the supreme court of this state to recall the present | 
occupants and put in their places equally capable and | 
learned judges but with a very different viewpoint and 
attitude towards liberty and justice than the present mem- 
bers of our high tribunal seem capable of manifesting. 


To say that the present judges are a disgrace to the | 
high offices they hold is strong language. But when those 
who are entrusted with the solemn duty of administering 
justice go on record again and again as holding that there | 
is no way provided for them to give relief to a man like 
Tom Mooney who was railroaded to prison for life by 
perjury, and then this same court is asked to rule the 
Ralston tax relief measure off the ballot it does not ex- 
perience the slightest difficulty in finding a way to prevent 
the people of this state from having an opportunity to 
settle this question by majority vote at the ballot box, at 
the coming November election, where is there language 
strong enough to adequately describe the unjust antics 
of such a court? 


Whenever any court degenerates to a point where it 
becomes a tool that hides behind the machinery of the | 
law and uses that very machinery to perpetrate injustice 
or to defeat popular government then it is high time that | 
the people of a state so cursed took the necessary steps | 
to recall such judges, no matter how high positions they 
may hold. 

The people of this state can recall all their supreme 
court judges. They have a legal right under their consti- | 
tution to recall them. They have more than enough votes 
to recall them with. They ought to recall such supreme | 
court judges as we have and the sooner the people of 
California get at it and carry such a move into execution 
the better will it be for the cause of justice and popular | 
government. Neither liberty, justice nor self government | 
seem to be safe so long as our present supreme court is | 
in power.
